editorial: 

The  Coach 


It  is  a  temptation  for  a  coach  to  write 
about  his  team’s  good  days  and  ignore  the 
bad.  I  must  say,  on  looking  back  on 
Marconi’s  recent  Philips  League  matches, 
that  I  was  tempted  to  forget  the  Heidel¬ 
berg  disaster.  But  I  won’t. 

It’s  history  now  that,  just  as  they  did  a 
year  earlier,  Heidelberg  gave  Marconi  a 
hiding.  Not  surprisingly,  many  of  our 
supporters  feared  it  was  the  start  of  another 
collapse  —  as  in  1978. 

Fortunately,  the  players  did  not  listen 
to  that  talk.  They  just  got  their  heads 
down  and  decided  to  approach  all  future 
matches  with  a  better  mental  outlook. 

So  we  went  to  Brisbane  and  picked  up  a  precious  bonus  point  at  the  expense 
of  Brisbane  Lions. 

Then  came  the  great  win  against  Adelaide  City,  a  “needle”  game  in  which 
victory  was  so  important  to  both  teams. 

And  to  those  pessimists  who  think  Marconi  will  fall  in  a  heap  as  they  did  last 
year,  I  say  —  rubbish. 

Until  last  Sunday,  Marconi  had  never  beaten  Adelaide  City.  But  we  did  it  on 
their  ground  —  and  with  four  goals. 

If  that  was  a  crucial  game,  today’s  is  no  less  important. 

Sydney  City,  a  team  which  always  seems  to  be  in  the  race  for  honours,  is  now  in 
second  place  to  Marconi.  This  means,  we  can  open  up  a  significant  gap  if  our  boys 
win.  But  it  won’t  be  easy. 

One  thing  we  don’t  want  is  another  off  day . another  Heidelberg. 

People  ask  me  if  I  am  worried  about  any  particular  team  in  the  run-in  for  the 
PSL  title.  I  don’t  think  Marconi  should  worry  about  what  other  teams  do.  Our 
sole  concern  must  be  the  week-to-week  performance  of  Marconi.  If  we  keep  up 
our  splendid  form,  it  won’t  matter  what  the  opposition  is  doing. 

Finally,  a  warm  welcome  to  today’s  visitors.  Sydney  City  are  a  great  Soccer 
club.  I’m  sure  the  fans  will  see  a  match  to  remember.

Like  most  people  involved  in  Australian 
Soccer ,  / ’d  be  happy  to  see  the  game  jump 
into  the  1980’s  as  a  serious  threat  to  Rugby 
League  and  Australian  Rules. 

In  the  Philips  League ,  we  have  the 
perfect  springboard.  Playing  talent  may  not 
exactly  make  the  adrenalin  pump  yet  our 
standards  are  reasonably  good.  Grounds  are 
improving  all  the  time ,  as  we  have  seen  at 
Marconi,  St.  George,  Newcastle  and  at  both 
A  delaide  dubs. 

It  would  be  a  pity  if  poor  administration  annulled  all  these  virtues.  Yet  who 
would  deny  that  Australian  Soccer  fails  every  year  at  administrative  level. 

Take  a  look  at  a  few  events  in  this  1979  season. 

For  instance,  the  incredible  blunder  over  the  eligibility  of  players  in  Australia’s 
national  squad. 

Coach  Rudi  Gutendorf  was  assured  he  could  pick  many  players  who  did  not 
have  Australian  passports.  He  was  told  these  players  would  have  no  difficulty 
qualifying  for  Australia  in  the  World  Cup.  Too  late,  Gutendorf  discovered  he  had 
been  let  down  by  the  administrators. 

Now  look  at  the  tour  schedule  arranged  by  top  administration.  European  dub 
teams  like  Wis/a  from  Poland,  Partizan  from  Yugoslavia  and  Norwich  City  from 
England  were  brought  here  for  exhibition  friendly  matches.  Their  tours  lost  money 
because  local  Soccer  fans  were  not  interested. 

Who  can  we  blame  but  the  administrators? 

The  strange  affair  of  John  Coyne  provided  us  with  yet  another  administrative 
blunder. 

Coyne  (Brisbane  City)  was  sent  off  the  field  and,  according  to  rule,  should  have 
been  automatically  suspended  from  his  team’s  next  match.  But  he  was  given  per¬ 
mission  to  play  by  the  manager  of  the  Philips  Soccer  League.  Coyne  is  still  playing 
and  has  still  not  served  his  suspension.  Presumably,  he  never  will. 

Mistakes  by  administrators  happen  too  often  to  be  shrugged  off  and  treated 
lightly. 

Let  us  not  forget  that  Soccer  has  been  played  in  this  country  for  100  years. 
Australia  is  not  some  banana  republic  taking  its  first  tentative  steps  in  the  sport. 

Soccer  has  enormous  potential  here.  But  it  will  never  take  over  from  rival  codes 
of  football  unless  the  people  at  the  top  improve  their  track  record.

Nobody  would  argue  that  today's  match  against  Sydney  City  is  one  of  the  most  important 
of  the  year  in  the  Philips  Soccer  League. 

Sydney  City  stands  for  all  that  is  best  in  the  code  in  this  country.  It  is  almost  impossible  to 
recall  when  City,  or  as  it  was  previously  known  Hakoah  Eastern  Suburbs,  had  a  bad  year. 

Success  breeds  success  but  Sydney  City's  magnificent  achievements  over  the  past  20  years 
are  the  result  of  professional  administration,  inspired  coaching  and  top  class  playing  talent. 

Gerry  Chaldi,  voted  "Coach  of  the  Year"  in  1978  by  the  Australian  Soccer  Press  Association, 
is  a  wily  character  who  rarely  puts  a  foot  wrong  in  his  demanding  job.  Quietly-spoken  and  never 
a  man  to  hog  the  headlines,  he  is,  despite  this,  one  of  the  dominant  coaches  of  Australian 
Soccer.  Now  meet  the  Sydney  City  players:  — 

TODD  CLARKE:  (goalkeeper).  One  of  the  best  in  Australia,  as  his  35  appearances  for  the 
national  team  indicates.  Born  in  Adelaide,  he  works  as  a  sales  representative  for  Sport  Fashion, 
the  company  owned  by  Hakoah  director  Howard  Lowe.  Age  27. 

IAN  BRUCE:  (full-back).  Arrived  only  this  year  from  Scotland  and  immediately  won  a  perm¬ 
anent  first  team  place.  Age  23.  Born  in  Aberdeen  and  recommended  to  Sydney  City  by  team 
captain  Eddie  Thomson. 

STEVE  O'CONNOR:  (defender).  Born  in  Sydney,  this  powerful  defender  has  reached  the  top 
this  year  after  several  years  on  the  fringe.  Age  24  and  a  P.E.  teacher,  he  is  on  the  short  list  for 
Australia's  World  Cup  squad. 

EDDIE  THOMSON:  (defender).  As  team  captain  and  marshall  of  the  defence,  Thomson  is  a 
most  important  City  player.  Represented  Scotland  at  Under  23  level.  Aberdeen  was  his  former 
club.  Age  31 . 

ALAN  KERSHAW:  (full-back).  Englishman  who  joined  City  in  1977  but  has  had  some 
difficulty  winning  first  XI  spot.  At  one  time  the  club  was  ready  to  sell  him  but  Kershaw  has 
been  in  good  form  in  recent  games.  Age  24.

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IAN  SOUNESS:  (midfield  or  defence).  One  of  the  most  talented  youngsters  to  arrive  in 
Australia,  Souness  served  his  Soccer  apprenticeship  with  London  club,  Chelsea.  Strong  claims 
for  a  World  Cup  place  if  he  can  be  naturalised.  Only  20,  Souness  was  the  Soccer  Press  Assoc¬ 
iation's  "Young  Player  of  the  Year"  in  1978. 

JOHN  STEVENSON:  (midfield).  Another  import  from  Scotland,  Stevenson  is  highly  regarded 
by  national  coach  Rudi  Gutendorf  who  selected  him  recently  for  State  and  international 
matches.  Age  25.  Powerful  player  who  likes  to  try  to  get  his  name  on  the  score  sheet  by  coming 
forward. 

MURRAY  BARNES:  (midfield).  This  big  man  played  his  100th  competition  game  for  City  last 
Sunday.  Joined  the  club  at  1 6,  nine  years  ago.  Has  played  in  1  2  "A"  internationals  for  Australia. 
Good  in  the  air  and  has  a  lethal  shot. 

ERNIE  CAMPBELL:  (midfield).  An  old  Marconi  favourite  who,  surprisingly,  is  struggling  for  a 
regular  first  team  place  now.  Age  29,  born  in  Sydney,  Campbell  has  played  15  times  for 
Australia  in  international  matches. 

JOE  WATSON:  (winger).  Ball  control  is  the  strong  suit  of  this  skilful  little  Scot  who  was  born 

in  St.  Andrews . the  home  of  golf.  Now  virtually  forcing  his  way  into  Australia's  national 

team,  Watson,  at  27,  is  a  key  performer  for  both  club  and  country. 

HI  LTON  SI  LVA:  (winger).  For  several  years,  this  artistic  Brazilian  has  been  one  of  the  stars  of 
Australian  Soccer,  although  he  has  not  been  at  his  best  this  season.  That  is  probably  due  to 
nagging  injuries  which  restricted  his  first  team  appearances.  Joined  the  club  in  1971. 

TERRY  SMITH:  (centre-forward).  An  Englishman  of  undoubted  skill,  Smith  is  an  outstanding 
goal  poacher.  Has  been  criticised  for  lack  of  aggression  but  is  always  a  handful  for  opposing 
defences.  Came  to  Australia  from  Stoke  City  in  the  English  Potteries  and,  naturally  enough, 
works  for  Josia  Wedgewood  the  pottery  company.  Age  27. 

KEVIN  MULLEN:  (full-back).  The  boy  from  Bankstown  who  has  earned  a  reputation  as  one 
of  the  toughest  tacklers  in  the  PSL.  Lost  his  first  XI  position  this  year,  but  at  26  is  young 
enough  to  bounce  back.  Has  been  tipped  for  a  World  Cup  place. 

MARK  TRENTER:  (defender).  Although  Trenter  is  regarded  as  a  defender,  he  can  perform 

with  distinction  the  forward  line  or  in  midfield  .  a  genuine  utility  player.  Born  in  Bridgend, 

Wales,  Trenter  is  only  21.  Played  for  West  Bromwich  Albion  in  England  before  coming  to 
Australia.  Welsh  Youth  cap. 

NELIO  BORGES:  (forward).  Played  in  last  Sunday's  vital  PSL  match  against  St.  George  but 
had  to  come  off  injured  early  on.  One  of  three  young  Brazilians  who  joined  City  this  year, 
Nelio  is  21 .  His  best  achievement  was  a  hat  trick  in  a  Philips  Cup  match  against  Auburn. 

TONY  PEZZANO:  (goalkeeper).  Though  only  18,  this  young  goalie  has  already  packed  in 
plenty  of  experience  in  representative  football,  having  toured  the  U.S.A.  with  Australia's 
Schoolboy  team  last  year.  Played  several  first  XI  games  for  Sydney  City  while  Todd  Clarke 
was  injured.  A  student.
